The grass is thrown back entirely clear of the cutter. 

As they cut close up to trees, etc., the grass-hook 
is seldom wanted.

They have a 
three bladed solid wiper—all blades secured by bolts, 
patent self-locking pawls that cannot slip, the adjust¬ 
ing screws of both the stationary knife and wiper 
boxes are exposed,—the knives sharpen themselves 
while cutting—the cut grass is all discharged in the 
rear of the machine, and as they will cut close up to 
trees, &c., the grass hook is seldom wanted. 

We warrant them to run easier, to be as durable, 
and to be capable of cutting as high grass as any 
lawn mower made, no matter how big wheels it 
has, or how heavy it may be, or run. 

Manufacturers of lawn mowers are making an imi¬ 
tation of this machine, which, while very inferior in 
every respect, have the same general appearance. 

All genuine Philadelphia Lawn Mowers have 
the makers’ name, “ Graham, Emlen & Pass- 
more,” cast on one wheel, and “Philadelphia 
Lawn Mower” on the other. Bay no other.

machine as the lightest running and best open 
■wiper lawn mower yet made. Our new Patent 
Corrugated cast steel spiral blades, described on 
page 12, place them very far in advance of any other 
make of open, riveted revolving cutters; in fact they 
are cheaper at the price at which they are offered 
than other makes of this class cutters would be at 
a gift. 

Our Style S machines run very quietly, and weigh 
much less than other lawn mowers. With the excep¬ 
tion of the wiper, it is practically the same as our 
stylo M, but has four spiral blades and a larger 
pinion. It has a little quicker clip, and thus will 
make rather smoother work at a close cut than styles 
D and M. 

Why should you buy an imitation of the 
“Philadelphia” that will wear out iu a 
year, when you can get the genuine article 
that will last you ten to fifteen years, and 
if you take reasonable care of it, will cost 
you nothing for repairs.

Our New Corrugated Cast Steel Knives. 

The Philadelphia Lawn Mowers as first made, 
had driving wheels 10r inches high ; they were after¬ 
ward changed to C>£ and 7 inches high, which, being 
found to be by far the lightest running and most 
convenient machine for general purposes, have been 
for years the standard size. But where the ground 
is soft or lumpy, and the lawn large but level, a 
slightly larger wheel may have some ad vantage. 

We believe our New Style L to be the best high 
wheel lawn mower ever made. It has a four-bladed 
riveted steel wiper inches in diameter, furnished 
with our new corrugated spiral blades which admit 
of the face of the blade being quickly filed to an edge 
when battered, and is so stiff that it is impossible to 
knock the wiper out of true, thus removing the 
great objection to riveted wipers as heretofore made. 
In other respects the construction is the same as in 
our Style M. 

We warrant them to run lighter than any 
lawn mower having as large a driving 
wheel, to do as good work and cut as high 
grass as any machine on the market. 







Have the drive wheels lettered as above. 
All that are not so lettered are interior 
imitations and will prove dear at any price.

They are made wholly of iron and steel, with the gearing entirely boxed; cuts while turning 
either to the right or left; has swing stationary knife adjusted by set screws above the 
wiper box. Can be used either with or without the castor wheels ; the height of cut 
being adjusted either with the castor or the guide roller just back of the stationary knife; horse 
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Our 30-inch machines, with draft rod, are 
constructed with special reference to use on hilly 
and uneven lawns much obstructed by walks 
and shrubbery. On such lawns there is no lawn 
mower made tnat will at all equal them in con¬ 
venience of operating, keeping in order, and 
quality of work. Being very light draft and easily- 
guided around obstructions and turned in every small 
space, they can be used on any ground where a horse 
can get through without anything attached to.him. 

As the machines will work equally well without 
the castor wheels, and with the horse walking to 
one side, they can be used in wet weather without 
leaving horse and castor wheel tracks; and in hot, 
dry weather, an even, green sward can be left, of 
sufficient height to protect the grass roots, which 
can not be done with a machine in which it is 
necessary for the horse and castor wheels to 
press down the grass in front of the cutters. 



THE 30-INCH, WITH SHAFTS AND SEAT.

Rigged in this way, it handles 
beautifully on large open grounds, and can be

40 Inch Lawn Sweeper. 

The Hand Machine sweeps 24 in. wide. List, JS18.00 
The Horse Machine sweeps 40 in. wide. List, 1S70.00 

They are very simple in construction. A driving 
roller gives motion to a Evolving brush placed 
directly in front, causing it to sweep the sod clean 
and throw the sweepings backward from the top of 
the brush into a large box in the rear of the roller. 
In the horse-machines this box can be dumped with¬ 
out stopping. 

Where our Horse Lawn Mowers and Sweepers are 
used, it is not necessary to cut the grass more than 
half as often as it would be if the grass was left lie, 
thus saving nearly half the labor. 

The sweeper gives you a perfect lawn as soon as 
the sweeping is finished, instead of looking grey for 
several days, owing to the withered cut grass. 

If the sweeper and horse lawn mower are run in 
opposite directions the lawn will be nearly the same 
shade of color all over, instead of the unsightly 
appearance caused hy the mower leaning the grass 
to or from the observer.

A Great Improvement. 

Heretofore the spiral blades of all lawn mowers 
have been made flat from the cutting edge to the 
back, thus preventing the use of the tile to any ex¬ 
tent on the flat face and in case of a blade being 
battered by striking stones, it was necessary to file 
or grind all the blades on the bevel edge throughout 
their entire length, before the battered spot could 
be made to cut. Where the blade can easily be re- 
1 placed as in our Style M, this is not of so much 
importance ; but where the blade cannot be replaced 
as in all open riveted wipers, it renders the machine 
almost worthless for rough work. 



Our Nihv Corrugated Spiral blade, 
patented December, 1887, removes this 
difficulty. 

As will be seen in the cut, the cutting edge is 
thrown forward an eighth of one inch in front of the 
back, so that the tile can be used on the line 4x5 
at any point without touching the rest of the blades, 
and the battered edge can be made keen in a 
moment by any one, while in the old knife it 
would be necessary to send the machine to an expert 
machinist who would have to spend hours to put it 
in order.
